CANADA’S EX-PREMIER FOL. 
LOWS HIS PREDECESSORS. 


Mownrreat, Oct. 30.—Sir Jno, Ab- 
bott ex-premier of Canada, died at 9 
o'clock this evening. He had heen in 
poor health for some months. His 
advanced age, being over 70, and poor 


‘| health forced him to resign tl. e premier- 


ship, and he took a trip toEurope with 
the hope of gaining some of his old- 
time vigor. He was absent for over 
three months, but the trip did not do 
him any, material benefit, and he re- 
turned home in a very enfeebled con- 
dition. Dr. Roddick and other prom- 
inent medical men who were called in, 
after consultation, decided that the 
patient was suffering froin u species of 
cancer of the bowels and that an oper- 
ation was imverative. This was per- 
formed a few weeks ago, but though it 
afforded relief it brought about no per- 
manent cure, and Sir John gradually 
grew weaker day by day until death 
ended his sufferings this evening.

A HASTY BLOW. 


Reaisa, Oct. 30.—Deep - anxiety 
in many hearts on Monday 
ight when it was learned that a Ger- 
man laborer named Vincent Weidman 
A waslying at the point of death as the 
result of injuries sustained in an alter- 
cation with young John McDonald.

Here Weidman followed 
him and hot words were again ex- 
changed. The prisoner's story as 
related hy himself to the writer is that 
Weidman called him a son of 
and jostled him about. and that to 
frighéen Weidman off he (MDconald) 
raised his grainshovel, with which he 
was lifting the mortar. At this Weid- 
man became more irritated and closed 
upon him with clinched fists, when he 
(Me Donald) in self-defence let drop his 
shovel which struck his assailant on 
the top of the skull. As already stat- 
ed, other versions are arloat, but as 
there were several persons in the 
vicinity it is likely the facts will be 
elicited in due course.

The fact that broom corn has been 
grown to advantage in M anitoba, is 
not withoet its lesson to the farmers of 
Assinibota. The imported product costs 
from 875 to 8100 per ton, is very profit- 
able and in great demand by eastern 
manufacturers who import exclusively 
from Chicago. The broom is grown in 
Illinois, Nebraska and Kansas, and will 
not grow everywhere. Considering 
that all field grasses grow rank and 
strong here it might be well for some 
facmers to purchase a little of the seed 
and give it a test. Hammil, Carrol & Co. 
manufacturers of brooms, Winnipeg. 
tested a limited quantity of seed last 
year. The result was 90 satisfactory 
that this year they will purchase 
more for next year's crop, and hope 
eventually toinduce the farmers to 
grow it exclusively. The experiment 
is worth trying. 


At the next session of the Ohio, U. S.

Homestead Regulations, 


All even-numbered sections of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Terri- 
tories, except 8 and 26, which have been 
homesteaded, reserved to provide wood lots 
for settlers, or other purposes,inay be home- 
steaded by any person who issole head of a 
family, or male over eighteen years of age, 
to the extent of one quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less. 


ENTER V. 


Entry may be madepersonally at the local 
land office in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteader desir: , he 
may, on application to the Minister of the 
Interior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of 
Dominion Lands, Winuipeg, receive anthor- 
ity for Some one to make entry for him. A 
fee of 810i charged for an ofdinary home- 
tend entry; but for lande which have been 
occu an additional fee of $10 is charye-
